CHILDHOOD D ISEA SES 


A physician friend of mine once confided the fol­ 
lowing to mc. "I w ish we had lived in a i>uur and 
more thickly populated section of the city when my 
youngsters w ert small, they would have had ail the 
childhood diseases —measles, scarlet fever, chicken­ 
pox, whooping cough — and have become immune 
(free fromi to practically all ailments now they 
are grown.’’ 
I do not think many parents would choose this 
method ot "strengthening' their children because 
the complications from these childhood ailments 
might have resulted rn hard of hearing, heart dis­ 
case, and even death. 
There is, however, a way of protecting children 
from many of these diseases, it is called the "im­ 
munization" of the children. 
In an article by Prof. C S. Raue, MT)., Philadcl- 
f 
ihia, as guest editor of the Medical World, Iii apeak- 
ng of the immunization against the common con­ 
tagious diseases of childhood, it is said: 
"The earliest immunization procedure is vaccin­ 
ation against small pox. 'The hest time to vaccinate 
an infant is between the third end sixth month. At 
this age complications are Irs* likely to occur and 
there is little or no danger of brain inflammation 
following vaccination." 
After the infant is six months old there should 
be immunization against whooping cough; it is 
claimed that 80 per cent of children receiving Sauer 
whooping congii vaccine will, two to throe months 
after vaccination, be immune tor several year. 
Nine months is the age to immunize against 
diphtheria. The horror of diphtheria is almost un­ 
known to young parents today. 
The advisability of immunizing against 
ariot 
fever is not tully endorsed by the rneuical profes­ 
sion; it is left to tho physicians judgment in each 
case 
"There is no vaccine for obtaining permanent 
Immunity against mealies, but .i child exposed to 
measles may lie protected by an injection of placen­ 
tal globulin. 
Unfortunately there is no preventive measure 
that can be used during an epidemic of intantilc 
paralysis."

Haad for 'Last Roundup* 
War has been declared on th* wild 
hones that infest the cattle ranges 
of British Columbia’s Cariboo dis­ 
trict along the course of the Fraser 
river. 
Because Ute wild steeds graze on 
valuable pesture land the govern­ 
ment end ranchers have sworn to 
slaughter them to the last stallion. 
Again, after IS years of desultory 
skirmishing with the wild horse. In­ 
dian and white man alike are oiling 
their repeater rifles in preparation 
for the big drive. 
"Kill the wild horse!" is the slo­ 
gan of the posters tacked to hitch­ 
ing posts and pasted to gas pumps 
from Lone Butte to Bed Rock. 
In the past 12 yaars more than 
10,000 wild steeds have been slain 
in tht vast ranges of the Cariboo, 
chiafly in the land west of th* Fra­ 
ser river. 
The last (rest roundup was in 
1925. The animals were driven into 
corrals and offered for sale at $5 
a head.
